An Act for Preferving and Enlarging the 
Harbour of Whitehaven in the County 
of Cumberland. 

|HEREAS the Town of Whitehaven in the PreambKi 
| County of Cumberland , by the Encouragement 
j of Sir John Lowther, Baronet, lately deceafed, 
and other Anceftors of James Lowther, Efq ; 

I and the Induftry of the Inhabitants of the faid 
I Town, is of late Years greatly Improved in 
Trade and Shipping, and is yet capable of further improve- 
ments therein, to the great Advancement of Her Majefty’s 
Revenue, the Encreafe of Shipping and Navigation, and the 
Benefit of the faid Inhabitants, and of the Adjacent Country, 
if the Harbour of the faid Town can be Preferved, and were 
Enlarged and Regulated in a proper manner : And where- 
as the accuftomed Duties of Anchorage hitherto, by the Fa- 
vour of the faid James Lowther , and his Anceftors, Applied 
thereto, befides feveral confiderable Sums voluntarily contri- 
buted by the faid Sir John Lowther , and other Anceftors 
of the faid James Lowther, and by feveral of the Inhabitants 
of the faid Town, are all found Infufficient to Defray the 
Growing Charges of Maintaining the faid Harbour, and of 
Making fuch New Works as are ftill Neceflary for Securing the 
fame: To the end therefore that fuch Courfe may be for ever 
Eftablifhed as fhall be Effectual for the Purpofes aforefaid. 

Be it Enafled, and it is hereby Enabled By the Queens moft 
Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Content of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and of the Commons in this 
prefent Parliament Aflembled, and by the Authority of the 
fame, That all that Precinft included within the Limits andBoundsofde 
Bounds herein after exprefled, That is to fay, Beginning at the Harbour de- 
Wharf on the North- Weft-end of Marlborough-jlrcet , and from rcnbe<3 * 
thence in a Line North-Eaft and by North till the Middle of 
Lowther-Jlreet, open upon it, and from thence in a ftraight Line 

Parallel 
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Parallel to the Range of the fame Street direflly to the Low- 
Water Mark, from thence by the Low- Water Mark to the 
Rocks whereon the New Mole is begun to be Erected, and fo 
along the faid Rocks by the Low- Water Mark, till it Anfwer 
tire Line of the faid Mole, from thence along that Line till it 
come up to the faid Mole, and fo along the fame Mole till it 
joyn upon the Old Pier at the Platform, and from thence inclu- 
ding the faid Platform along the New Wharf, till it meet with 
the Wharf of the Weft-Strand near the houfe of Mary Addifon 
Widow, from thence along the fame Wharf by the Cuftom- 
houfe Key in a ftraight Line to the Weft-lide of the Timber 
Yard, and fo along the Wall of the fame Yard to the North- 
Weft Comer thereof, and from thence by the North- Weft 
Wall of the fame Yard to the Wharf where it begun, as 
the fame has lately been fet out and bounded, is and fliall 
be from henceforth for ever the Harbour of Whitehaven afore- 
faid, and Appropriated to the Lying, Anchoring and Mooring 
of all fuch Ships, Vefiels, and Boats, as fliall have occafion 
at any time or times hereafter to make ufe of the fame, 
and to no other ufe or purpofe whatfoever. 

No houfes See And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That 
to be made no Houles, Enclofures, or Buildings whatfoever, fliall at any 
■'"here ' jg" time hereafter be made nearer the laid Harbour than is here- 
feribed with- after limited, that is to fay, On the Weft-Strand nearer than 
out the agree- the prefen t Houfes and Buildings there, on the New Wharf 
Low! her and between Mrs. Addifons Houfe and the North-Eaft-Corner of 
1 1 Truilces. Henry Walkers Ground-plot nearer than the Range of the faid 
Houfe and Ground, and from thence to the Iron Oar Steaths 
nearer than Forty Eight Yards at Henry Walkers, drawn to 
Forty Yards at the faid Steaths, from thence to the North-Eaft 
Comer of the faid Steaths nearer than the Eaft Range of the 
fame, and from thence unto the Anchor Smithies nearer than 
Eighteen Yards, and from thence to the Platform nearer than 
the Range of Heufons Smithy, and from the Platform along 
the New Mole, to the Elbow of the laid Mole, nearer than 
Twelve Yards, and from thence to the Low- Water Mark 
nearer than a Line ftretching to the North-Weft, and along 
the Counter-mole intended to be made on the North-Eaft- fide 
of the faid Harbour nearer than the Range of the North-Eaft 
fide of Lowther-jlreet , nor from thence to the Timber-Yard 
nearer than Fifteen Yards ; But that all the Spaces aforefaid 
fliall be left free and open for the Erecting of Ports for the 
Mooring of Ships and Yeflels, and for the other ufes of com- 
mon Wharfs or Keys for the Conveniency of the Shipping 
in Repairs, or otherwife ; and that nothing fliall lie taken or 
demanded for or upon the Account of Wharfage for the ufe 
of any of the faid Wharfs or Keys, nor for Cranage thereon, 
unlefs the faid James Lowther, his Heirs or Afligns aforefaid, 
and Eleven or more of the Truftees herein after appointed, for

the time being, fliall agree to Ere6t or Make any Crane or 
Cranes, or other Engine, on the faid Wharfs or any of them, 
which they are hereby Impowered to do as they fhall think 
Convenient, .for, the better Loading and Unloading of any 
Goods, in which cafe a reafonable Cranage or Recom pence 
fliall be paid tor the Ufes of the faid Harbour, by fuch Mer- 
chant or others as Ihall be willing to make ufe of the fame, 
and not otherwife.

Provided always. That the faid James Loiother, his heirs or Except fome 
Afligns, Lords of the Manor of St. Bees in the faid County of to *” 
Cumberland , fliall and may from time to time continue the Mr^omher. 
Watch-houle and the Block-makers Shop and Store-Room at 
the end of the Pier, and Repair or Rebuild the fame, and re- 
ceive the Rents and Profits thereof to his and their own Ule. 

And Provided alfo. That a lufficient way, open and free for 
Carts and other Carriages, Ihall be left along each of the laid 
Wharfs, and along the faid Pier, and through the Wharf be- 
tween Henry Walkers Ground-Plot and the Iron Oar Steaths, 
from the Ground of the faid James Lowtber behind the fame 
Wharf, not lefs then Three Yards next adjoyning upon the 
faid Steaths ; Any thing in this A£t contained to the contrary 
hereof notwithftanding.

That is to Jay, the laid Truftees for the 
time being, or any Eleven or more of them, lhall and may 
from time to time direct and order the making of the aforefaid 
Works, and the Deepning and Cleanfing of the faid Harbour, 
in fuch manner as they lhall think molt Necedary and Con- 
ducive to the ends and purpofes aforefaid, according to the 
true intent and meaning of this Adi, and lhall likewife Order

the reft of the faid Truftees for the time being. 

And be it further Enadled by the Authority aforefaid, That 
no Ship lhall Unload any Balaft in the laid Harbour in the ° r e de " v [“ i r i 
Night-time, upon any Pretence whatloever, under the Penalty men^of'drs 
of forty Shillings for every Default ; That no Ship lhall unload Harbour, & 
any Ballaft into any Keil, Lighter, Boat, or Cart within the faid offence" f ° r 
Harbour, without a luffident Port-fail duly fixed and fpread, un- 
der the Penalty of Twenty Shillings for every Default; That no 
Ship, Vefiel or Boat, lhall heave or deliver any Balaft or Stones 
into the laid Harbour, under the penalty of Ten Shillings 
for every Ton, and for every Angle Quantity lefs then a Ton lb 
heaved or delivered, and under the like further Penalties if they 
C do 
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do not forthwith remove the fame, upon’Notice given them for 
that purpofe by the Officer herein after mentioned ; That no 
Perfon or Perfons whatfoever fhall heave any Stones, A (lies, 
Dung, Rubbifh, or other Annoyance into the faid Harbour, 
nor into the Pow running into the fame, from the South-End 
of James Jireet , under the Penalty of Six Shillings and Eight- 
Pence for every Default, and under the like further Penalties if 
the fame be not forthwith removed upon Notice, as aforelaid ; 
That there fhall not be kept any fire, on any Pretence whatfo- 
ever, nor any Candle lighted, except in a Lanthorn, or in cafe 
of Neceffity, on Board any Ship or VefTel lying within the faid 
Harbour, under the Penalty of Twenty Shillings for every De- 
fault ; That if any Ship or VefTel fhall through Mifmanage- 
ment or Carelefnefs run foul or Bilge upon the Pier, Moles or 
New Wharf belonging to the faid Harbour, whereby the fame 
fhall be any way damnified, the Mafter or Ruler of fuch Ship 
or VefTel fhall, with all convenient fpeed, upon Notice, as 
aforefaid, repair the Damage fo fuftained, at the Chaege of 
fuch Ship or VefTel, under the Penalty of Double the Value 
thereof for every fuch Negle6t ; That for the better preferving 
of the natural Securities of the faid Harbour, no Perfon fhall 
Quarry, Take or Carry away any hones, either below the High- 
Water-Mark, or from the Baurgh at any Place between the 
Sones in the New Mole and a Line drawn from the Weftern Points of the 
rocks.
